OBAMA UNDERSCORES THE DATE AS AMERICA’S DEADLINE FOR END OF THE COMBAT MISSION IN IRAQ

ATLANTA President Obama vowed Monday 
to make good on his promise to end U.S. 
combat operations in Iraq by the end of Au- 
gust, despite a dangerous political deadlock 
in Baghdad and a recent surge in militant 
violence. 

Speaking to the Disabled American Veter- 
ans group in Atlanta even as he struggles with 
waning public support for the war in Afghani- 
stan, Obama sought to underscore his admin- 
istration’s progress winding down the U.S. 
role in the unpopular Iraq war. 

With congressional elections looming in 
November, it was a reminder to liberal Dem- 
ocrats and many independent voters whose 
opposition to the Iraq conflict helped sweep 


him into office that he was determined to 
bring the war to a “responsible end.” 

“Shortly after taking office, I announced 
our new strategy for Iraq and for a transition 
to full Iraqi responsibility” Obama said. ‘And 
I made it clear that by Aug. 31, 2010, America’s 
combat mission in Iraq would end. And that is 
exactly what we are doing— as promised and 
on schedule.” 

The U.S. military plans to reduce forces 
in Iraq to 50,000 troops by the end of the 
month, when they will formally move to a 
more advisory role supporting Iraq’s security 
forces. Obama recommitted to “remove all 
our troops from Iraq by the end of next year.” 

But he acknowledged that for now there 
will still be dangers. “The hard truth is we

ATLANTA President Obama faces growing 
opposition at home to the war in Afghani- 
stan, where he has increased U.S. troop levels 
to confront a Taliban resurgence and he has 
sought to rally public support for his strategy 
there. 

“We face huge challenges in Afghanistan,” 
he said Monday during his speech to the Dis- 
abled American Mterans group in Atlanta. 


“But it’s important that the American people 
know that we are making progress and we’re 
focused on goals that are clear and achievable.” 

Obama also stressed that Pakistan was be- 
ginning to take the fight to militants within its 
borders, pushing back against leaked Afghan 
war documents that questioned its commit- 
ment and fanned doubts about the war. “Ma- 
jor blows have been struck against al-Qaida 
and its leadership,” Obama said. 


While Iraq has mostly faded from the 
headlines and has figured Httle in midterm 
congressional campaigns, Obama’s speech 
allowed him to put his stamp on a milestone 
in the U.S. withdrawal and show he is keeping 
his word to war-weary Americans. 

His message of opposition to the Iraq war 
helped galvanize his support among Demo- 
crats and many moderate independents in his 
2008 election run.

After cuts, CT A 
ridership steady 

Saturday marks six months since the 
CTA enacted service cuts to its buses and 
trains, but ridership hasn’t changed too 
much— despite the drum-filled protests and 
exasperated rider rants. 

The CTA recorded i percent fewer rides— 
about 2.3 million— from February through 
June compared to the same period last year. 

After the Feb. 7 cuts, bus riders headed to 
the rails, though train frequency was reduced 
as well. From February through June, bus 
boardings decreased about 4 percent while 
rail boardings increased about 4 percent compared to the same time 
last year. 

The service cuts eliminated nine express bus routes, changed the 
start and/or end times and the frequency of 41 routes and reduced the 
frequency of 78 bus routes and all rail lines except the Yellow Line. 

Of the bus routes that saw cuts, most saw a reduction in ridership 
this year, which was to be expected. On the rail side, all train lines saw 
an increase in weekday riders, except the Orange Line, which has seen 
slow zones since April. 

Here is a GP breakdown of the effect of CTA service cuts: 

» Express yourself: As riders of the eliminated express bus routes 
flocked to their non-express counterparts, all nine routes saw an in- 
crease in ridership from February through June compared to the same 
period last year. The No. 80 Irving Park route saw the biggest boost 
with a nearly 50 percent increase in riders after the No. X80 Irving 
Park Express route was canceled. ^JGth about a 4 percent bump, the 
No. 4 Cottage Grove route saw the smallest increase in riders.

» Seeing red and blue: Of the rail lines that saw service cuts, the Red 
and Blue lines, which have the most weekday riders, posted the big- 
gest ridership gains in June. The Red Line saw the number of riders 
on a typical weekday in June jximp 9.6 percent to about 250,000 riders 
compared to June 2009. The section from Lake to Roosevelt saw the 
greatest increase. 

Meanwhile, the Blue Line saw an 8.2 percent jump to an average 
of about 152,000 riders per weekday in June compared to June 2009. 
Riders headed to stations between the Western and Grand stops, 
while the bus route that serves those stations, the No. 56 Milwaukee, 
saw significant cuts to its schedule and a decHne in riders.

It’s a local thing— Windy City residents 
have a iove-hate reiationship with the piace 
they call home, according to new poll

Call it the Chicago area’s split personality: 

People here love the city’s cultural activi- 
ties, the lakefront and the seemingly limitless 
supply of restaurants. But its crime and high 
taxes? Not so much. 

Such are the flip sides a recent Tribune/ 
WGN poll found when people named the best 
and worst parts of living in Chicago. Regardless 
of race and income level, whether they lived in 
the city or suburbs, or were young adults or 
senior citizens, appreciation for the city’s vast 
cultural options topped the list. 

“What I like is just the sheer amount of what 
is offered in Chicago,” said Liz Weigel, 25, who 
grew up in Orland Park and now lives in Bever- 
ly “You really have a choice ofwhat you want to 
do here. This is the only city that consistently 
offers free activities in the summer.” 

Not that Chicago-area living is carefree. 
While four out of 10 polled said their quality 
of life is about the same over the past decade, 
34 percent think it has gotten worse and only 
24 percent said it is better. City dwellers were 
more pessimistic— 45 percent surveyed think 
quality of life in Chicago has taken a down- 
ward turn in the past 10 years. Among subur- 
banites, 28 percent thought the quality of life 
had grown worse in the suburbs. 

Driving the view that things are getting 
worse is the perception that crime is increasing. 
Nearly seven out of 10 Chicago residents polled 
listed that reason as most negatively affecting 
the quality of life in the past decade, with about 
six in 10 suburban dwellers doing the same. 

It does not matter whether people actually 
are exposed to crime— the perception that 
crime is occurring around them is enough to 
impact their views, said Albert Hunter, a soci- 
ologist and director of urban studies at North- 
western University 

“People’s sense of fear is sometimes un- 
correlated with the actual risk they might 
experience,” Hunter said. “Many suburban 
communities are gated and have private secu- 


rity guards, so there is relatively little crime to 
begin with. But people are aware through the 
media that crimes are taking place.” 

Another top contributing stress factor in 
the city was high taxes. The sales tax rate hit 
10.25 percent before the Cook County Board 
sliced it by a half-percentage point last month. 

In the suburbs, political corruption was 
listed as the worst thing about living in the 
Chicago area by 51 percent of those polled, 
a tick higher than crime. Beyond the city’s 
storied history of political scandal, the poll 
was taken as former Gov Rod Blagojevich’s 
federal political corruption trial was running 
at full blast and several months after scandal- 
weary Democratic primary voters decided 
they didn’t want another four years of Cook 
County Board President Todd Stroger. 

Still, people who live in the Chicago area 
enjoy taking the train downtown for an eve- 
ning of free jazz in the park. Even if they never 
have set foot inside the Symphony Center or 
the Civic Opera House, they enjoy living in a 
city that has orchestras and opera companies. 
And they’re thankful that they can choose to 
spend the evening at a major Broadway-style 
production of “Billy Elliott” or a small neigh- 
borhood theater’s presentation of ‘Aida.” 

City officials during the past three decades 
have invested heavily in making Chicago a 
destination for entertainment, lifting its sta- 
tus to compete with other major cities such 
as New Yoik, Paris and London, according to 
Terry Nichols Clark, a sociology professor at 
the University of Chicago. 

What began with Mayor Jane Byrne’s in- 
troduction of street jugglers and horse-drawn 
carriages to the North Side in the early 1980s 
expanded in the past two decades under May- 
or Daley who championed the rebirth of Navy 
Pier, summer festivals, lakefront bike paths 
and planting of trees, flowers and shrubs. 

Such amenities are important as large cit- 
ies compete for new, younger residents, said 
Clark, author of “The City as an Entertain-

A longtime Chicago alderman has taken the un- 
usual step of outing himself as an alcoholic just six 
months before he stands for re-election. 

Aid. Ricardo Munoz, who expects to face a chal- 
lenge in the 22nd Ward, approached Hoy, the Tri- 
bune’s Spanish-language paper, to discuss his battle 
with alcohol for a story published Monday 

“This last year has been rather difficult for me, 
in terms of my abuse of alcohol,” Munoz said in a 
follow-up interview Monday with the Tribune. “In 
May I came to the conclusion that I needed help. 
That’s when I checked myself into an outpatient 
rehab clinic.” 

For nearly five weeks, Munoz was counseled daily 
and says he’s now going once a week. He also joined 
Alcoholics Anonymous and said he has remained 
sober except for a one-day relapse. 


Munoz said he drank excessively after work, but 
not in the mornings and afternoons. He sometimes 
missed evening meetings and went into work at 
9 or 10 a.m., instead of 6 or 7 a.m. 

“The disease had affected every aspect of my 
life,” Munoz said. “It affected me professionally 
socially and at home. That’s why I came to the con- 
clusion that I couldn’t continue it and needed help.” 

The veteran politician’s admission comes ahead 
of February’s city elections, where Munoz is expect- 
ed to seek another term. 

“There’s no real good time to deal with this,” Mu- 
noz said. “My motivation right now is to protect my 
sobriety and my family Everything after that? Hey 
God’s will.” 

Munoz has no clear opponent yet, but he’s an in- 
dependent alderman who has ruffled some regular 
Democratic Party feathers, so he probably won’t 


run unopposed. 

“He’s always had opposition,” said Jesus “Chuy” 
Garcia, Munoz’s predecessor as 22nd Ward aider- 
man who is a Democratic Cook County Board 
candidate. “It sort of goes along with being an in- 
dependent.” 

Munoz, 45, was first appointed by Mayor Daley 
17 years ago, to replace his mentor, Garcia, who left 
for the Illinois Senate. Munoz was Garcia’s chief of 
staff, and Garcia had recommended him as his re- 
placement. 

Garcia said it’s tough to know how Munoz’s al- 
coholism admission will affect his protege’s career. 

“I think that most families in the community 
have or have had a relative who has struggled with 
alcohol or substance abuse,” he said. “... Exactly 
what it means for an elected official is a little hard 
to say” 


Chicago police emphasize city’s murder rate is down

Eor the third consecutive day a top Chicago 
police official held a briefing for the news 
media as the department struggles to get out 
its message that crime isn’t out of control 
despite headline-grabbing stories about the 
city’s daily violence. 


On Monday it was Police Superintendent 
Jody Weis who highlighted that murders have 
dropped sharply during the past two decades 
and for the first seven months of 2010 are 
holding about even with last year. He also 
noted other violent crimes have plummeted 
since the early 1990s. 


Weis also suggested Chicago not only is 
battling street gangs but also an image prob- 
lem when it comes to crime. 

“Despite reading the screaming headlines 
and the nonstop coverage that these violent in- 
cidents receive— as well they should— the fact 
is that the decline in violence over the past two 


decades is significant,” Weis said as he released 
charts and statistics to prove his point. 

In the past three days, police brass held 
briefings to update reporters on recent cases, 
including the investigation into the third kill- 
ing this year of an officer and the slaying of a 
13-year-old South Side boy last week.

BP prepares seal test 


NEW ORLEANS One of two efforts to 
seal the ruptured BP oil well in the 
Gulf of Mexico once and for all is set to tal^e 
place Tuesda}^ after a crucial test is conduct- 
ed to determine whether it will worlc, com- 
pany and government officials said Monday 
In the “injectivity” test, “base oil” wiU be 
pumped into the ruptured well bore to de- 
termine if it will go bade into the reservoir, 
said Kent Wells, BP’s senior vice president. 
The test will start with pumping one bar- 
rel per minute, then two, then three. How 
much is pumped will depend on how the 
test goes. Wells said. 


WHAFSNEXT? 

The static kill procedure could be fol- 
lowed by a final “bottom kill,” after a 
relief well intercepts the crippled well- 
a step that is estimated to start some 
five to seven days after the static kill is 
complete. 


“We would expect to have the test done 
in a few hours,” he said. The information 
will tell officials whether adjustments need 
to be made on “how and if” the “static Icill” 
procedure will proceed, he added. 

The static Icill would involve pouring 


mud, possibly followed by cement, into 
the well from above. The goal is to push all 
the oil bade into the reservoir. 

“I do have a lot of confidence we’ll be 
successful,” Doug Suttles, the oil giant’s 
chief operating officer, said Sunday 

The static leill is slated to start Tuesday 
The process could run anywhere from 33 
to 61 hours, Thad Allen, the government 
point man on the Gulf spill, told reporters 
early Monday afternoon. He estimated the 
injectivity test would start later in the af- 
ternoon, once a small lealc on a Icey rig was 
repaired.

Go early on weekends to 
pick your seat-the deeper you go, 
the farther you’ll be from Chicago 
Avenue noise. The patio is fully 
enclosed by a tall bamboo border, 
not only discouraging Willow from 
acquainting herself with passers-by. 


but also keeping us from feeling 
stranded in the middle of a sidewalk. 

Food and drink: True to its 
Jamaican roots, Mr. Brown’s serves 
things spicy, from tasty jerk chicken 
and well-seasoned fries to mac ’n’ 
cheese and bloody marys with a 
kick. That made table scraps for 
Willow off limits. We humans can 
fight the burn with a glass of smooth 
rum punch ($8 on Saturdays) or a 
mimosa ($4 on Sundays). 


Service: Attentive servers made us 
feel at home yet didn’t hover when 
our table was the first of the day to 
be seated on the patio. Same goes 
for their reaction to Willow-friendly 
but not overdone. The laid-back 
vibe and soft reggae tunes on the 
sound system kept us relaxed and 
unrushed.

Xropsey’ scarier, more mysterious than ^Shutter isiand’ 


Growing up in Staten Island, N. Y, writer/co-director 
Joshua Zeman and co-director Barbara Brancaccio 
heard the urban legend about an escaped patient 
from a developmental disabilities facility— possibly 
with a hook for a hand, possibly wielding an ax— who 
snatched children off the streets. Decades later, Ze- 
man and Brancaccio investigate the case and trial of 
Andre Rand, the man believed to have kidnapped and 
killed one or more kids in the ’70s and ’80s. 

The buzz: This doc has been freaking out audiences 
while making the film festival rounds, including the 
2009 Chicago International Film Fest. 


The verdict: The best, scariest mysteries don’t have 
definitive answers, and “Cropsey” becomes a “Zodiac”- 
style whodunit of the spookiest order. Perhaps the 
filmmakers could have removed themselves from the 
proceedings a bit more, but their interview appear- 
ances lend credence to the notion that answers, in fact, 
aren’t always out there. The chilling search confronts 
devil worship and necrophilia while forming a well- 
reported look into questionable testimony and a man 
whose behavior sure doesn’t dismiss suspicion. A ghost 
story comes to life, and the level of fear that most 
horror films never reach is achieved through acts of 
unimaginable human cruelty and the agonizing, open- 
ended search for missing children.
